In both g o vernmental units the loss of representation has 
been an element that has contributed to the delay . 
In Illi­ 
nois a reapportionment means the taking of senators and 
representatives from 
territory 
do wnstate 
and 
delivering tl . u., 
them to Chicag o. 
In the national co ng ress it means the tak-A1"" ,j 
ing of members o f the lower house from some states and dis-i1’1', 
tributing them amo ng others. 
There is no roapportionment 
o f senators involved in the problem o f the national cong ress, 
as they are allotted two to each state by the constitution. 
It wo uld be possible for co ng ress to reapportion without 
causing loss to any state, but that wo uld require an increase 
in the total membership of the house. 
That has been the 
procedure .followed quite g enerally in th» * past. 
Not more 
than once, we believe, has reapportionment been made ex ­ 
cept by increasing the total. 
'The pro cedure has been simple, 
by adding to the states that have increased in population, 
leaving other states with the representaio n they had. 
The house now has about 435 members. 
The number is 
unwieldlv. 
Reduction would be better than increase, per­ 
haps. 
No one desires to increase the membership. 
Lack o f 
disposition to force a decrease in certain states has prevent­ 
ed t ’ e majority from undertaking a reapportionment. 
The 
f a c t t h a t ultimately there must be a decrease o f membership 
for so me states tends to break do wn that barrier that has 
stood ag ainst action. 
It is reported from Washing to n no w that a bill favorably 
considered leaves the total membership the same and antic­ 
ipates the population increase under the 1930 census. 
Under the appo rtio nment pro po sed, no chang e wo uld be 
made in the representation of Illinois.

portionment some o f the larg er cities do wnstate may have 
their districts reduced to one county , and Chicag o is at­ 
tempting to enlist support from these. 
In Illinois, ho wever, it is one thing to frame a bill and an­ 
other thing to obtain a majority o f vo tes for it. 
Two d e ­ 
ments wo rk ag ainst it. 
One is the lack o f inclination o f mem­ 
bers to eliminate themselves by combining two senators in 
one district as it now stands, co mpelling each to tig ht the 
o ther lot supremacy , and the disposition of many members 
do wnstate not to vote further representation for Cook co un­ 
ty until some co ncessio n,is made to ward limitation o f the 
co unty in the* assembly .
